compared to a young man trc-intc out 
from under tho old ruoUn'o 'o do for 
himself in tho woi hi, to become the 
architect of his own for' uuo " — or the 
instrument of his own mini As a child, 
British Columbia hurt DOt had thai 
course of training best calculated to 
prepare it for iho new r'espOD9ibllitiea 
of manhood, instead ol huvii.g been 
gradually trained fiom infancy lo walk, 
it has been swuddhd in Djwning-strcet 
red'tnpo end has nover been taught 
the proper use of its limbg. The ennso- 
quence is that the yoangBter has now to 
bo turned loose upon the world in o 
condition of physical niidevdopment 
not very creditable to its Imperial 
nurse; and it. is to be expected that its 
first attempts will sot hcfo very suocesfi- 
ful as they would have ijeon under 
n?ore favorablo condiiiuiiH. And yet itn 
fettered limbs are being released none 
to Foon, Better pace through the stum- 
bliug process now thuu hoieafier, But, 
to drop figure, we have little fear as to 
the ultimato results of tho sudden en- 
franchisement, the poiipeBl eroancipatiou 
of the people, if ibey only have a /rood, 
conservative, constitution to start (.ut 
with, Verj much must depend upon 
this. If the Executive are more concern* 
ed to demonstrate Iho wisdom ol their 
opposition to Eespotisible Government 
than to promote tho highest interests 
of tho eountry, they will give 
us a radical constitution and 
a looso fri'.nchiee. Without being con 
pervativo in principle, wo are convinced 
that in the first working out of Respon- 
sible Government true palely and suc- 
cess will lie in conservative institutions 
It is always much easier to relax than 
to contract tho franchise iiut we desire 
more particularly to address a low re- 
marks to the people upon the impor.'aui 
duties incident to the critical moment 
whioh devolve upon them. Whatever 
importance may justly bo attached to 
the character of the constitution about 
to be conforred upon ihe Colony, there 
is still mere to be attached to the people 
who will bo Grilled upoti to carry out 
that constitution It is upon them 
that success or failure must depend, 
recording as tiny make a good or hud 
use of their newly acquired pow„er. 
During these loi.fj years they have been 
asking for tho right to manage their own 
local affairs. The ruling class, those 
who appear to have conceived tho idea 
thol they were born to ni", havo ever 
maintained the unfitness of the people 
for self-gbVornment. The test, the 
only practical test, if about- to bo appli- 
ed, and it will behoove the people to be 
on their good behaviour, and establish 
thoir right to claim the management of 
their own affairs The people are, as 
it were, to ba placed upon tho.r trial ; 
and they cannot no too carefal us to 
how they acquit themselves. It is to bo 
presumed that' a general elvctlon will 
be bold eaily next pamme.i', under the 
new oonstitation ; and that ont of a nowj 
Legislature of probably '-wenty tnetnbcrs 
possibly ui re, a now Govormnent will be 
formed it will readily bo Bee.i, there- 
fore, that the greateai Importance 
attaches ;o the personnel of the DdW 
Hour;-, UK upon that HoUsO will not 
only devolve the legislation 61 the Co'onj 
lor a terra of four yenr-, but in it must 
bo found the material necessary to o m- 
struct, the new Government, , What the 
people havo to do, therefore, is obvious- 
ly to be careful to send tho best men 
into that II use. Aoy onrelessposa or \ 
Mistake hore may he fatal, and tho 
«pooBibility must ronr with the oloo- 
.ors. Tiioy cannot loo Boon pccuHtom 
themselves to measure ( uidiaatea by 
thoir fit' ess aa material put of which to 
create Governments. There must b? uo 
more of thin Bonding men to 'he Houeo 
for membera to pole - fun at. livery 
constituency should aim at sending a 
representative fit to bo a 1'rime 
Minister; and Unless the electors can 
suocoed in raising thorn al v >^ BU ,y,yo all 
potty jealousies, local fquttb'btcBl and 
mere faction cries, they have no right 
to expect that, the new muOuine'j will 
work Btnoot'uiy. The country needs the 
services of its bent men, and it re-is 
with the electors io see that the best 
men the OOUhtry can produco are sent 
to the new Legislature. When it is re- 
membered that six representatives and 
throe Senators must g>> to taw.i, and 
that, Hay, twen y reprSBeritaiiv'ud must 
ho found lor the lo?al Legislature', it will 
be scon that the demand upon our epai ee 
population is not. ligli t Tbaj there are 
plenty of men, in every respect qualified 
to fill these important positions'; rvo do 
not for u moment doubt.. The only dilli-
